In (he interest of maintaining and encourag¬ 
ing public respect for government at all levels, 
Illinois legislators of both parties undoubtedly will 
want to actively aid a series of bills proposed by 
the Commission <>n Sanitary District Operations, 
which conducted hearings on the Last Side Levee 
& Sanitary District tins spting in Granite City and 
East St. Louis. 

Bills drafted call for division of levee trustee 
voting along the Madison^St. Clair county.line, 
with .the minority area choosing two of the five 
board members; mandatory advertisement of all 
bond issues, with acceptance of the lowest hid 
meeting specifications; open bidding on material 
and. supply purchases of $1000 or more; waiver 
of. individual mailed notices of revenue bond 
proposals, with published notices substituted; 

establishment of a mechanism by which 500 
electors can petition for a referendum to dissolve 
the district; and provision for an injunction or 
■ Aandamiis suit by a taxpayer if the levee district 
Violates Illinois statutes. 

The proposed legislation would not hamper 
the levee district in properly performing its duties. 


Rather, it would help ensure that the public interest 
is served by the future actions of an agency 
which has abused its authority over a long period 
of years. This is a cause which all members of the 
General Assembly can support wholeheartedly. 

Sound Council Action; Value Of Full-Time 
Administration Of The City Demonstrated 

The 10-6 aldermanic decision to prepare a 
resolution naming the National Disposal Co. .as 
city collection contractor was the right move under 
the circumstances. 

If the contract is formally approved, there 
will be a substantial reduction in the costs now 
being borne by taxpayers, and manning of the 
trucks will be restored to Illinois res.dents. 

In retrospect, the issue would not have been 
so difficult to resolve if there had been both a 
public notice and communication in March with 
all known prospective bidders, including the 
present contractor, LaMcar-United. All would have 
had to bid. or concede that they had been given 
full opportunity to do so. This would have 
decreased the likelihood of a later offer giving 
better terms than the bids. 

Such "minor details" can loom large, as 
demonstrated by the lengthy trash and gi.-rbage 
collection discussion. Thanks to the April election, 
the office of mayor has been placed on a full-time 
basis; inadequate municipal procedures and insuf¬ 
ficient follow-through can now be avoided. 

Further demonstrating the advantages of a 
full-lime administrator, the city has intensified its 
efforts to have Nameoki road widened and im¬ 
proved this year. 

This vital project encountered numerous 
delays in recent years, and continued to be plagued 
this spring by misunderstandings and disagree¬ 
ments between city and state highway officials. 
f It finally appears to be nearing the point where 
needed land can be condemned and construction 
started. 

Test Of Legislative Body—What It 
Rejects As Well As What It Passes 

The wisdom of a legislative body is often shown 
as much by what it does not enact as by what it 
passes. The Senate Judiciary Committee thus took 
* a positive stand in acting, negatively on a bill that 
would have ended capital punishment in Illinois 
except for treason and the slaying of police and 
prison guards. 

Advocates of a death penalty ban cite a 
“moral wrong"—society taking a man s life in 
retaliation. An often overlooked moral ia^sue is 
whether a high or low value is to be placed on 
human life generally. In cheapening the punish¬ 
ment for murder and various fiendish crimes, the 
state would be saying in effect that ending another 
person's life is not really such a serious matter. 

Life may be looked upon as being cheap in 
such lands as India and China, where children 
dying of starvation on streets and sidewalks is a 
common sight. As a democracy. America lakes a 
different view—and has an obligation to bolster 
each individual's right to live. Consideration of 
"rights" too often centers on the killer, largely 
ignoring his victim or potential victims. 

Whether the death penalty is a deterrent is 
being challenged, hut there is no evidence that it 
does not serve as a restraining factor in at least 
some instances. To the extent that it is a deterrent, 
elimination of capital punishment would be an 
invitation to an increase in major crimes that 
already are too numerous.

An ordinance to set forth the 
duties of the Granite City coun¬ 
cil's reactivated Personnel com¬ 
mittee was disputed during 
Monday night's session and was 
placed on first reading, hut the 
committee was authorized to 
proceed with an advertisement 
to employ a public engineer for 
the city.

Alderman Konri. pointed out 
the commil tec's proposed au¬ 
thority .would appear to cover 
street department employees al¬ 
most exclusively, since the com¬ 
mittee would not interview ap¬ 
plicants for the police and fire 
departments, handled by the 
Board of Fire and Police Com¬ 
missioners, or the employees ami 
officials appointed by the mayor.
